a  registered  holding  company,  of  the 
properties  of  Wauwatosa  Gas  Company, 
Lake  Shore  Gas  Company,  and  Wiscon¬ 
sin  Eastern  Gas  Company.  All  of  said 
companies,  whose  assets  are  to  be  ac¬ 
quired,  are  gas  utility  companies  and 
subsidiary  companies  of  American  Light 
and  Traction  Company.
